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LAW 15 — THROW-IN. When the ball passes over a touch-line, it shall be thrown in 
by a player of the team opposite to that of the player who last touched it. The feet of 
the thrower shail be either on or outside the line, he shall use both hands, and the 
ball shall be delivered over his head. 


LAW 16 — GOAL KICK. When the ball passes over the goal-line, excluding that portion 
between the goal-posts, having last been played by one of the attacking team, it shall 
be kicked into play, beyond the penalty area, by a defender. 


LAW 17 — CORNER KICK. When the ball passes over the goal-line, excluding that portion 
between the goal-posts, having last been played by one of the defending team, it shall 
be kicked into play by a member of the attacking team from within the quarter-circle 
at the nearest corner flag.
